To Appear 
At Woodside 


Cortez W. Peters, whose typ- 
ing prowess enabled him to be- 
come a world champion and a 
polished demonstration perfor- 
mer as well, will appear at 
Woodside High School April 4, 
to exhibit his spectacular 
typewriter, according to Lio- 
cation department chairman.

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As We See It: 


Election Year ‘Totem Poles’ 
' Are a Part of the Folklore 


Thus far this election year, the Menlo Park area has 
been singularly ignored or blessed, depending on how you 
look at it. Those posters showing pictures of the faces 
of various candidates, which usually are placed one above 
the other on strategic utility poles, haven't yet put in an 
appearance. 

Of course, election year “totem poles” aren’t really 
to be deplored.: They are part of the American tradition, 
just like the carved and decorated creations of the Indians 
of the northwest coast. 

One can almost surround a suitably decorated 
utility pole with folklore and significance. For instance 
the face surmounted by a hat is that of a candidate 
who’s.really bald-headed, and the picture which shows 
a smiling candidate denotes one who either has his own 
teeth in his head, or a good dentist. 

The candidates are all, always shown wearing (we 
judge by the portions of lapels which can be seen in the 
pictures) business suits. This is supposed to indicate that 
they're “businesslike” individuals, although they may make 
their several livelihoods. in all sorts of ways. 

Neckties, as shown in candidates’ pictures, are invari- 
ably conservative. This is supposed to indicate, in the tra- 
dition of electioneering, that the candidate himself is a 
person of quiet good taste. The latter trait is supposed to be 
useful in a politician and although it’s an accurate index 
of character in the case of most local aspirants for office, 
there are plenty of cases on the state and national level 
where it can only be regarded as misleading. 

Maybe the reason the utility poles haven’t been deco- 
rated with election year totemic symbols is that this year’s 
campaign is too quiet. Or maybe the politicians’ cam- 
paign managers don’t want to face the chore of removing 
the cards, after the election is over. 

Anyway, we miss the “totem poles” this election year. 


The Squeaking Wheel 
Still Gets the Grease 


From the north county word comes that, after several 
months of protests by neighbors, spokesmen for the air 
transportation industry have come around to making quali- 
fied admissions that jet aircraft produce a certain amount 
of noise and soot. 

The complaints which led to this were lodged by 
neighbors of the San Francisco International airport, who 
also contend that, besides producing noise, the jets produce 
enough smoke to blacken their houses. 

The neighbors contend that the big jets should use 
runways more distant from their houses. 

Closer to home, it can be recalled that during the 
past few months residents of communities bordering Stan- 
ford University have had occasion to lodge a variety of 
protests about proposed building and development plans. 

Some of these complaints have resulted in marked 

! changes in the plans themselves, and explanations of 

\ over-all planning have come forth at a better rate 
and volume than previously. 
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Not all questions concerning university land develop 
ment have yet been answered and there are plenty of 
critics of just about every Stanford project yet revealed. 

What should be pointed out here is that, when enough 
people show concern about something, they can command 
the attention of some pretty impressive institutions. 

In the north county residents have won some slight 
admissions from the aircraft industry — an industry which 
measures its volume of business in the billions, 

Locally, members of the community are being con- 
sidered — and their reactions are being considered — when- 
ever Stanford comes up with a new idea on how best to get 
revenue from undeveloped portions of the Senator’s Farm, 

This points up something that people are apt to lose 
sight of: It’s still the squeaking wheel that gets the grease 
and if members of the public aren’t heard from, nobody 
can respond to their wishes or hopes. 

That’s why it’s important that people with questions 
about area problems give voice to their doubts and fears. 

Even large institutions pay attention, when cnough 
noise is made.

For them, it’s the day that 
outdoor burning permits become renewable, 

; The firemen know how outdoor burning can be con- 
ducted safely, with a minimum of mess and smoke. They 
want residents to drop in at the stations, so they can give 
some advice as well as outdoor burning ducats. The latter, 
incidentally, are free. 

The Menlo Park Fire department long has operated on 
the theory that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure. Education is part of the business, they feel, and 
if a few short words of advice can prevent a costly, uncon- 
trolled fire, theyre willing to impart them. 

What's apt to happen in the case of a person who de- 
cides to start a fire, without first consulting the firemen? 

Well, if he really doesn’t know what he’s doing, he 
can be an “April Fool” any day of the year. And his foolish- 
ness — should he start a really serious fire that gets entirely 
out of control — will be reflected in more bills, which can 
be expected the first of the foltowing month,

County Comment: 


Budget Projections Show Big. 
Increases, but They'll Be Cut

County Controller Ira Boyn- 
ton has tabulated the figures 
that make up the requests of 
department heads for their 
spending programs for the 
next fiscal year starting July 1. 

The total has reached $32,- 
813,812 — up more than four 
million over the funds budget- 
ed for this fiscal year. Of 
course the county has contin- 
ued to set new record spend- 
ing each year so the increase 
is not news. 

What will’be news will be 
how much the county manager 
and board of supervisors can 
cut those requests. They pro- 
mise that they will not stand 
for a tax increase in 1960-61 
but everyone is hoping that it 
will be even better with a 
slight reduction. Last year the 
tax rate was cut four cents due 
to the new increases in asses- 
sed valuations. 

This was not only new 
construction but all south 
county land vaiues as resi- 
dents of this area well know. 

Actually the spending pro- 
gram in the county is much 

higher. Two years ago, for in- 
stance, the county budget was 
only 25 million plus but there

Municipal Report: 


There's Still Lots of Space 
Devoted to Agriculture 


This is the season of the 
year when, on weekends, one 
is apt to pack the family in the 
car, say good-bye to his home 
for a few hours, and drive 
through the hills and valleys 
which make up San Mateo 
county. 

We can. visit the coastside, 
the north county or almost 
any unpopulated part of it be- 
tween Skyline boulevard and 
the shores of San Francisco 
Bay and we'll notice one thing: 
Just about all cleared land is 
being used, one way or anoth- 
er—even the unbuilt-on land. 

Today, agriculture and agri- 
cultural products are not the 
the major business of the coun- 
ty as they used to be only a 
few short years ago when al- 
most all of the county was rur- 
al. 

Agriculture is still signifi- 
cant and plays an important 
role in the ecenomy, howev- 
er, as can be seen from the 
annual report of County 
Agricultural Commissioner 
Max Leonard. 

Perhaps on your next spring- 
time motor trip to the less pop- 
ulated parts of the county 
you'll see pastures populated 
with peaceful cows and gambo- 
ling calves. They’re pictur- 
esque, but in the aggregate 
they’re economically signifi- 
cont, too: There are a total of 
8836 of them in the county, ac- 
cording to an inventory made 
gan. L

county, too. Eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven of them were 
recorded at the first of the 
year. 

For the benefit of horse-fan- 
ciers, it might be noted that 
65 “livestock” horses were still 
either at work or resting in the 
county. Of course there are 
probably hundreds of others, 
but these last include race 
horses, saddle horses, and pets. 

One of the least appreciat- 

ed but numerically the larg- 
est groups of animals, by 
types, that there is in the 
county is that of hogs and 
pigs. There are 12,739 of 
them within the area over- 
seen by Leonard. 

The value of milk, eggs, hon- 
ey and beeswax produced in 
the county during 1959 totalled 
$797,549, the report says. This 
is cbviously a lot less than the 
money spent in the county on 
these same products during 
the year, confirming that, with 
its present huge population, 
the county is now an agricul- 
tural consumer. 

Vegetable field crops pro- 
duced in the county during 
1959 were worth another $734.- 
203. This, too, is a lot less than 
count yresidents spent for cer- 
eals and vegetables. 

Floral and nursery crops, 
cutdoor grown, exceed the 
foodstuff-type crops in value 
by a considerable margin. This 
category of endeavor resulted 
in crops worth $3,236,985 last 
year. 

The total value of ail flor- 
al and nursery crops, includ- 

ing hothouse flowers, was an 


impressive $9,063,658 last 
year, 
This may not sound much 


like “local” news in that the 
Menlo Park and Atherton ar- 
eas are no jonger big produc- 
ers of agricultural products. 
However, much of the acreage 
devoted to flowers is still Situ- 
ated in East Palo Alto, and 
cattle are periodically run over 
vacant lands to the west. 

It’s nothing, however, com- 
pared to agriculture conducted 
here years ago. 

During’the 1920’s and early 
1930's, East Palo Alto and what 
is now the Willows area sup- 
ported -a substantial chicken 
industry. A person who has 
lived in Menlo Park for more 
than 20 years can also remem- 
ber that the Hopkins estate, 
before it was razed to make 
room for Dibbie Hospital, was 
annually cultivated for grain. 

Cows were not uncommon in 
that area which real estate 
men like to describe today as 
“close to business” as late as 
1940. 


A short three years or so 
ago, there were still a few 
hens kept by a family which 
lived only half a block off 
Santa Cruz avenue in the 
business district. (Since 
they’d been there since be- 
fore there was any city zon- 
ing, nothing could be done 
to require their removal.) 


Even today, in some parts of 
town, one finds oneself awak- 
ened by the crowing of a roost- 
er, who no longer has much 
agricultural status, but who’s 
being kept as a pet. 

It’s a far cry from the time, 
after the earthquake of 1906, 
that area strawberry growers 
worried about the effect of dis- 
rupted marketing facilities on 
their highly seasonal market. 

The town was really asricul 
tural, then. 


was 4nother tidy sum of $814 
million plus assessed by spe- 
cial districts. 

But the basic $25 million 
as compared to the proposed 
almost $33 million this year 
shows that our county gov- 
ernment is growing much 
too fast. 

That would average about 
$31 millions a year so if the 
board finally cuts one million 
frem the department requests 
it will be staying in line with 
increases of previous years. 

County Manager E. R. Stal- 
lings expressed “shock” at the 
16 per cent average increase 
for departments. He had hoped. 
for only a 10 per cent hike and 
even then he could recom- 
mend further cuts to the super- 
visors. Of course all the de- 
partmental budgets are not to- 
tally supported by local taxes 
as such. The huge health and 
welfare program, for instance, 
is largely supported by feder- 
al and state funds (from local 
taxes indirecily). 

To give some idea of how 
a new department can grow 
from a comparatively “small” 
section of the health and 
welfare department _ let’s 
take a look at the mental 
health division. Two years 
ago San Mateo county was 
the first in the state to es- 
tablish such a division. 

The budget that first year 
was $417,735. This year they 
ask an increase of $133,000 to 
send the total to well over a 
million dollars. They say that 
one of five people in the coun- 
ty need mental health treat- 
ment—and if the spending pro- 
sram keeps going that way, 
we'll all need treatment. 

The demand (or request if 
you will) for additional em- 
ployes is hitting almost the ri- 
diculous stage. The county as- 
sessor asks 17 more property 
appraisers costing $113,000. 
This undoubtedly is brought 
about by the suit filed by south 
county. property owners 
against the system of reapprai- 
sals made last year. 

The suit has been lost, how- 
ever, the county plan upheld. 
We doubt that the 17 new em- 
ployees could do the job. Sher- 
iff Earl Whitmore asks 23 
more employees increasing his 
budget by $222,000 to a total of 
$1,133,985—topping the mil- 
lion mark for the first time. 
Just how the red pencil works 
on these new employees is 
something only the manager 
and board can answer. 

The county is expected to 
get another whopping in- 
crease in property assess- 
ments for the next fiscal 
year. 

The assessor is now complet- 
ing the figures on several 
north county areas and the re- 
sults are not yet known. Last 
year the county assessment 
roll jumped $77 million to a 
whopping $697,125,812. 

Some figure the hike this 
year may be as much, resulting 
in more screams of anger. Yet 
if you travel around the coun- 
ty and price homes for sale you 
will soon find that the assessor 
is close to the state law -re- 
quirement of 25 per cent of 
market value. 

With the 13 per cent hike in 
over-all county assessments 
last year the board of supervi- 
sors was able to increase the 
budget by approximately $3 
million, yet lower the tax rate 
by four cents. The principal 
reason for this, however, was 
increased state-federal aid ‘for 
several building projects. 

According to Controller 
Boynton, the actual property 
value increases last year 
brought about $1%4 million 
new tax revenue into the coun: 
ty treasury, So by this reason- 
ing, it would take approxi- 
mately $200-million more as- 
sessed valuation to actually 
meet a $3-million boost in the 
budget, not considering hikes 
in outside assistance. 

Basically, there is just one 
thing that matters. The people 
ARE paying a lot more taxes 
today than they did even two 
years ago. We question very 
much whether the need for 
services through increased 
population or demands of the 
public has equalled the in- 
crease. The supervisors are ful- 
ly aware that the people are 
screaming from every corner 
of the county. 

We are of the opinion that 
net only are most of these 
new employees NOT needed, 
but several offices are alrea- 
dy over-staffed and the per- 
sonnel could. be pooled to 
help out in other depart- 
ments in rush times. We will 
expect real sharp pencil 
work by both the county 
manager and the board of 
supervisors or lose much of 
our faith in them.
